THE FIRST MEETING CONCERNING THE SHOW REALLY TOOK PLACE ONE DAY IN 
THE GRAY CELLS IN RutH HaaS'S BRAIN. SHE THEN WENT OFF IN THE DIRECTION 
OF THE CAFETERIA WHERE MANY OF US WERE LAZILY ENJOYING AFTERNOON COFFEE, 
SHE WENT FROM TABLE TO TABLE. HER FACE WAS LIGHTED WITH FRIENDSHIP AS 
SHE SAT DOWN WITH ONE AND THEN ANOTHER, 


WHEN SHE SAT AT MY TABLE JI THOUGHT IT WAS FOR A NICE CHAT ABOUT 
CLOTHES OR MAYBE A LITTLE GOSSIP. INSTEAD THE CONVERSATION OPENED WITH, 
"HAVE YOU HEARD ANYTHING ABOUT THE ANNUAL HOSPITAL VARIETY sHow?”. z 
CONFESSED THAT JI HADN'T HEARD ABOUT NOR GIVEN THOUGHT TO SUCH A PROJECT, 
WITHIN FIVE MINUTES I WAS NOT ONLY AN EXPERT ON THE HISTORY OF THE SHOW, 
BUT HAD VOLUNTEERED MY SERVICES AND THOSE OF THE ENTIRE (.P. CLINIC STAFF. 


It WASN'T LONG BEFORE I BEGAN WISHING I HAD KEPT MY OLD JOB WITH THE 
WESTCHESTER SCHOOL SYSTEM. THERE WERE LARGE GROUP MEETINGS AND SMALL 
GROUP MEETINGS, SOMETIMES DURING LUNCH HOUR, COFFEE HOUR, AND OFTEN AFTER 
HOURS, THERE WERE DISCUSSIONS ABOUT TICKETS, THEMES, COSTUMES, ORCHESTRA, 
AND PLACE OF PRESENTATION. 


AT ONE SUCH MEETING If WAS DECIDED THAT THE SHOW WOULD BE GIVEN AT 
THE HunTER CoLLEGE THEATRE OR A NEARBY I.V. STUDIO THEATRE. &8uT SINCE 
NEITHER HUNTER NOT THE TELEVISION INDUSTRY SHARED OUR ENTHUSIASM, WE 
TURNED ONCE AGAIN TO THE OPEN ARMS OF THE Nurses' RESIDENCE, 


AT ANOTHER MEETING IT WAS DECIDED THAT THE ACTS, WHICH WERE ALREADY 
FORMED, SHOULD SOMEHOW BE WOVEN INTO AN AROUND THE WORLD THEME, BUT SINCE 
I prpn'T HAVE THE IMAGINATION TO DO THIS SUCCESSFULLY, THE WORLD WAS 
FORFEITED IN FAVOR OF MANHATTAN. 


THE FINAL THEME WAS PRESENTED AND APPROVED AT A MASS MEETING. EACH 
ACT WAS TO BE SET INTO A NEW Yorx Crry LOCALE. THE STORY BEHIND IT WAS 
THAT OF A COUNTRY BUMPKIN WHO COMES TO THE BIG TOWN TO BE TAKEN ON A 
GRAND TOUR BY HER CITIFIED COUSIN. Now CAME THE PROBLEM OF SELECTING TWO 
PEOPLE WHO WOULD BE ON STAGE BETWEEN EACH ACT. WE HAD TO FIND SOMEONE 
WHO WOULD BE WILLING TO AMUSE THE AUDIENCE WHILE PROPS AND CAST MEMBERS 
WERE ASSEMBELED BACK CURTAIN. KATE WALLACH WAS CHOSEN AS THE BUMPKIN AND 
DR. JACOBS WAS CONSIDERED THE CITY COUSIN TYPE, 

Iv wASN'? UNTIL THREE WEEKS BEFORE SHOW TIME THAT KATE AND THE GOOD 
DOCTOR WERE TOLD ABOUT THE HONOR BESTOWED UPON THEM. I'm SURE THAT 
NEITHER REALIZED THE EXTENT OF THE OBLIGATION. ALL THEY WERE TOLD WAS 
THAT THEY WERE THE MAIN STEM OF THE SHOW, BUT HAD VERY LITTLE TO MEMORIZE. 
THEY DIDN'T CONCLUDE THAT THIS LATTER NEWS MEANT THEY WERE TO AD LIB. 
ONCE THE SCRIPS WERE HANDED OUT THEY BOTH TRIED TO ESCAPE, BUT THE CAS? 
LIST WAS WRITTEN IN INDELIBLE INK AND THE DIRECTORS BECAME SUDDENLY 
DEAFENED. 


THE CHORUS HAD CHOSEN THEIR NUMBERS AND EVEN DONE SOME REHEARSING 
LONG BEFORE THE INITIAL SHOW MEETINGe HELEN GOUNIS FELT CONFIDENT THAT 
THIS WOULD RESULT IN LESS PRESSURE AND REHEARSAL DEMANDS AS THE SHOW 
NEARED FORMAL PRESENTATION. SHE HAD NO DREAM THAT JI HAD ANOTHER SONG FOR 
THEM TO SING; ONE THAT WAS UNPUBLISHED, HAD THE CRUDEST MUSIC SHEETS, 
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AND WHICH NO ONE COULD POSSIBLY BE EVEN FAMILIAR WITH. ALONG WITH ALL 
ELSE IT CALLED FOR A DANCE ROUTINE AND TRICKY SPECIAL EFFECTS. 


HELEN ACCEPTED THE CHALLENGE FOR HER CHORUS. THE SONG WAS TO BE 
DONE LIVE. THEN IT WAS DECIDED THAT IT SHOULD BE PANTOMINED TO A TAPE, 
THEN IT WAS CHANGED TO LIVE AGAIN. ALL OF THESE PROCEDURES REQUIRED 
REHEARSING, OF COURSE. ON THE NIGHT OF DRESS REHEARSAL IT WAS DONE BY 
COMBINING BOTH TAPED AND LIVE VOICES AND ON THE NIGHT OF THE FINAL SHOW 
IT WAS DONE COMPLETELY LIVE AND THE TAPE WAS DISCARDED ONCE AND FOR ALL. 


THERE WERE MANY OTHER PROBLEMS AS WELL. SHOULD THE HOBOS HAVE MUSIC 
BACKGROUND OR SHOULD THEY SING A FEW SONGS THEMSELVES? FORTUNATELY THE 
LATTER IDEA WAS DISCARDED. THE (.P. CLINIC FOUND AFTER THE SECOND RE- 
HEARSAL THAT THEIR SELECTION, "THREE LrrrbeE Marps From ScHooL” was | 
DESTINED TO LAY A FAT EGG BEFORE AN AUDIENCE, SO THEY QUICKLY CHANGED THE 
SELEcTIon To "Trr Wrubow" WITH THE ADDED PROBLEM OF TALKING Roy SmITH 
INTO PLAYING THE Drcxey BIRD. 


THE BALLET TROUPE WAS CONCERNED ABOUT WHICH DANCER COULD BE TRUSTED 
TO THROW THE ROSE, TO WHICH WAS TIED A KNIFE, WITH ENOUGH ACCURACY SO AS 
NOT TO STAB A MEMBER OF THE AUDIENCE, WHILE THE RECORD ROOM GIRLS HAGGLED 
OVER PAJAMAS VS. GOWNS AND FURS FoR THEIR "On Dappy" RouTine. Lourra 
SPENT HER EVENING SEWING ON A DRESS THAT COULD BE REMOVED IN SPLIT SECOND 
rime, Dr. FRIEBERGER ANXIOUSLY TURNED HIS I.V, ON EVERYTIME ELVIS WAS 
SCHEDULED FOR A GUEST APPEARANCE, 


THE DIGNIFIED CALM OF THE HOSPITAL CORRIDORS GAVE WAY TO THE ECHOES 
OF DANCING FEET, ROCK AND ROLL, SOPRANOS, CONTRALTOS, AND BARITONES, AND 
THE HIGH SQUEALS OF MIKES, SPEAKERS AND TAPES. EVERY AVAILABLE SPACE 
BECAME A REHEARSAL HALL. 


Roto Haas' DESK WAS FLOODED WITH NOTES OF WITHDRAWALS, ADDITIONS, 
AND REvIsions; Mrss Cook's anp Mrs. RopBrIns' ROOMS BECAME STUDIOS OF 
COSTUME DESIGN; TURNING OUT EVERYTHING FROM BALLET SKIRTS IN ODD SIZES 
TO SIAMESE CAT surTs,. JoHN LypEN AND HowrE MURTHER WERE BARRAGED WITH 
INSTRUCTIONS FOR MUSIC EFFECTS, SOUND, AND MIKE PROBLEMS. 


THE SHOW ROLLED ON WITH AN AIR OF CHAOS. FINALLY THE INITIAL FULL 
CAST REHEARSALS WERE SCHEDULED. NEEDLESS TO SAY THE RESULT WAS DISCOURAG= 
ING FOR SOME. THE SHOW RESEMBLED A POT OF SPAGHETTI THAT HAD BEEN TOSSED 
OVER A ROOM FULL OF CHAIRS, BUT THE CAST WAS UNDAUNTED, 


On THE THURSDAY NIGHT BEFORE THE SHOW, PANIC BEGAN TO ERUPT. THERE 
WERE FEARS ABOUT PROPS, WOULD THEY BE AVAILABLE FOR QUICK PLACEMENT? 
WOULD THE CURTAIN BOY HEAR HIS CUES? WouULD THE CHORUS SEE THEIR CONDUCT= 
oR? WouLD THE CAST MEMBERS BE ALERT TO THE TIME WHEN THEY WOULD HAVE TO 
BE ON OR NEAR THE STAGE? WouULD THE MIKES CARRY THE VOICES AND WOULD THE 
PERFORMERS HEED THE MIKES? THERE WERE MANY PESSIMISTS, A FEW OPTIMISTS, 
AND SEVERAL NEUTRALS. 


FRIDAY NIGHT CAME AT LAST, WHEN THE CURTAIN CLOSED ON THE FINAL 
SCENE THERE WAS NO LESS JOY AND DESERVED SELF SATISFACTION BEHIND THE 
CURTAIN THAN WAS PROBABLY FELT BY THE "Farr LaDy” FOLKS ON OPENING NIGHT. 


Scenes From "I'uy Take MANHATTAN” 
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We WERE ALL SURPRISED BY THE JOB THAT HAD BEEN DONE. A SHOW BY ANY 
GROUP WOULD BE EXPECTED TO HAVE MERIT IF THE CAST HAD PLENTY SPARE TIME 
TO DEVOTE TO REHEARSAL, AND NOTHING TO TAKE PRECEDENCE OVER THE SHOW, 
HOWEVER, BESIDE THE SHOW, EACH CAST MEMBER HAD A SEVEN TO EIGHT HOUR WORK 
DAY, MosT HAD EITHER SPOUSE, CHILDREN, ROOMMATE, PARENTS, FIANCE, GIRL 
OR BOY FRIEND IMPATIENTLY WAITING, THE HOMECOMING OF HUBBY, DADDY, WIFE, 
MOMMY, CHILD, DATE OR FRIEND, WHILE THE LATTER WAS TURNING SPARE HOURS 


INTO A THESBIAN WORKSHOP. 


AND DON'T FORGET THAT IT WAS SPRING. JIf'S BAD ENOUGH TO BE INSIDE 
WHILE THE SUN SHINES AND FLOWERS BLOOM BEYOND OFFICE WINDOWS, BUT WHEN 
SPRING FEVER IS AGGRAVATED BY DANCE ROUTINES, SONG REHEARSALS, AND GAG 
LINES, TENSION LOOSENS TEMPERS, HURTS FEELINGS, AND INCITES INDIGNATION 
AT THE HAND OF CRITICISM, BUT THESE MOMENTS WERE FEW ENOUGH, FORGIVABLE 


AND UNAVOIDABLE. 


ONE OF THE HAPPIEST OUTCOMES OF THE SHOW WAS THE ATMOSPHERE OF OLD 
"oampus' SPIRIT WHICH PERMEATED THE HOSPITAL. PEOPLE WHO NEVER SAID 
‘re LLO" BEFORE, NOW SLAPPED EACH OTHER ON THE BACK; FAMILIAR FACES WERE 
GIVEN NAMES$ AND EVERYONE FOUND IT EASY TO BUM CIGARETTES FROM THOSE 
THEY NEVER KNEW BEFORE. 


SEPTEMBER WILL BE HERE SOON ENOUGH AND SO WILL THANKSGIVING AND 
CHRISTMAS AND THEN IT WILL ONLY BE A MATTER OF WEEKS BEFORE THE 19598 SHOW 
WILL GO INTO REHEARSAL. WE HOPE WE'LL HAVE ALL OF THE PARTICIPANTS OF 
THE '57 SHOW WITH US THEN AND ALSO THOSE WHO FOR ONE REASON OR ANOTHER 
WERE NOT ABLE TO PARTICIPATE IN "I'uu TaxeE MANHATTAN".
